Faculty Senate ponders 
new GE requirements

The Faculty Senate is in the 
process of prepanng new General 


Education requirements 


At the last meeting on September 
22. the senate,sent the proposed re 
quirements bask to the executive com 
mittee, which is in charge of drawing 
up the new plan 

“There are no particular areas of 
dispute.” said Faculty Senate chair 
Erwin Kelley “The senate feels the 
would like more time to talk the whole 


thing through 


if the proposed requirements are 
passed. the number of total Genera! 
Education units required will be 
lowered from 46 to 40. Also, students 
would be allowed to place four units 
toward their major and minor, they 
are not allowed to place any now 

However. a spokesperson for the 
senate emphasized that the proposals 
may be amended betore any final 
adoption 

“Right now, we don't know how 
they're going to tum out. There are 
surely going to be changes in these 
proposals before they are passed We 
don't even know if there are going to 
be any new requirements at all. We 
could just leave the present re- 
quirements as they are” 

The spokesman said that any 
proposed amendments must be sub 
mitted to the Faculty Senate office 
before the next meeting on Oct 13. As 
vet, no amendments have been sub- 


mitted

The School of Social Work will 
complete a faculty referendum today 
it will decide if students in the 
department will have equal represen- 
tation on policy - making boards 


It appears that the faculty is split 
down the middie on the issue Ata 
recent faculty meeting. an unofficial 
vote was taken and the result was a 13- 
13 tie with three abstensions, Six 
professors who did not attend the 
meeting may hold the deciding votes 
Some faculty members believe that 
several of the votes may switch 


“| think that most of the faculty 
members are in favor of giving 


students equal representation on the 
committees.” said Manny Gale “But 


many of them have genuine concerns 
about the practical implementation o! 
such a principal, | think some of them 
have problems with this, and I can 
understand their concerns. Some may 
not have made up their minds yet.” 


Another faculty member expressed 
the opinion that emotions are running 
so strongly on the SO per cent 
representation issue that the vote will 
go exactly as it did in the faculty 
meeting 


“This issue is going to splat the 
faculty in half and cause deep 
divisions.” said one professor who

Willis added that once he had to 
follow Brown ina car, hop ona plane 
take a taxi. rent a car and hike with 
Brown in the Sierra's to get a three 
hour intermew. “And then I had to 
take a Greyhound bus back home.” he 
said 

“But that 1s all part of the image 
Brown wants.” said Nancy Skelton of 
the Sacramento Bee 

“We (the press) have been accused 
if image - making.” she said. “Yeah 
we put Out propaganda on the image 
but he has heiped it along.” she said

Skelton in discussing Capitol repor 
ting The discussion held in the 
Cahforma Suite of the University 
lL mon. was sponsored by the CSUS 
chapter of the Socrety of Professional 
Journalists (SPJ).

Willis. “We must be abie to say yes toa 
source that his identity will remain 
anonymous.” 

Willis added that confidentiality is 
not an every day occurrence. He has 
had to clam confidentiality only twice 
in 16 years of reporting 

“We cannot break confidence ina 
source or we're all in trouble,” Mc 
Quern said “We won't get stories 
without them” 

All four agreed that management is 
important to news source con- 
fidentiality Management must hack 
the reporter's ideals in keeping news 
sources confidential

(Charles Almarez’ paintings are the 
most political of the four. His pain- 
tings depict the anger of an oppressed 
people against the ruling rich 
capitalists. “El Capitalisimo” shows a 
blacked - out Uncle Sam seated ona 
money bag. looming larger than life 
with a smoking factory rising from his 
stovepipe hat. Another painting. *Jus- 
tice in Amenca,.” rages against the 
twisted sense of the white nch man’s 
morality. Almarez writes around the 
haunting black skeleton that clenches 
a money bag and a gavel. “Justice can 
be bought in America “ It's a con- 
sumers dream, .the more money you 
spend the betier the merchandise. No 
That's why pnsons are filled with 
blacks, browns and poor whites. Not 
nch, never the nch 

Judith Hernandez uses the 
symbolic skeleton traditionally found 
in Chicano art. Illustrated in all three 
of her paintings, the skeleton, a fetish 
figure, represents death and the after 
life. She paints on a grand scale with 
spray paint and pastels. One painting 
untitled, portrays the Mother of God 
as a skeleton clad in a red dress and 
green robe, with spray - painted yellow 
and red shimmenng around her 

Romero illustrates Chicano folk 
art with his bright, swirling cloud 
paintings and his assemblages of 
colorful cut - outs. He also uses light 
colors in his two cactus paintings 

Portraits painted in an almost 
primitive manner are done by Sanchez 
G. Lujan. He uses simple lines, nch 
colors and plain backgrounds. L ujan’s 
portraits are most exciting when he 
adds a varied pattern to the 
background. In “La Guerra Entre 
Nosotros”, the painting of a corpse in 
a coffin almost becomes an abstract 
He pushes bright pastels of yellow, 
pink, blue and red towards the center, 
and borders the bottom of the pain- 
ting with green and red flowers. 

The student art gallery exhibit, 
which ends today, shows the work of 
Genevieve Troka, Nancy Schonbeck, 
and Dawna Lemmons.

In a completely different type of 
work by Troka, a plastic - covered box 
shows a tashion model's face framed 
in white tur with tiny paper wedding 
bells attached at her throat. With 
puckered nylon bordering the frame 
it seems to be a perfect picture of wed- 
ding bliss. but Troka obscures the bliss 
with a dull gray background sur 
rounding the model 

“Sometimes | Think About Rain- 
bows” is a bright and ftorcefu! 
sengraph. In two charcoal and pencil 
drawings entitled * [wo Portraits,” she 
draws soft, open taces of an elderly 
man and woman. “Metamorphosis” is 
a striking lithograph and water - color 
work. Schonbeck combines a black, 
outlined cocoon breaking open, with 
faint purple and blue water colors 
daubed inside it

Cesar Chavez controversial 
President of the l nited Farmworkers 
speak Tuesday. Oct. $. in 
the men’s gym at 7 pm 

Chavez was born in Arizona and 


L mon, wil 


spent his early years on a small farm 
During the Depression, his family 
like millions of others, were forced off 
their farms by drought. The Chavez 
family moved to Califorma and began 
harvesting crops 

Durning their migration, the Chavez 
family taced the same conditions the 
farmworkers face today hunger, dis- 
crimination and oppression Years 
later, Chavez iearned the skills of 
organizing.and returned to the fields 
to Organize farmworkers 

In 1960, Chavez became the 
president of the statewide Community 
Services Distmet (CSO) He then 
sought to turn their attention to 
organizing tarmworkers 

Chavez, Dolores Huerta and 
others began organizing farmworkers 
in Delano and called the organization 
the National Farmworekrs As- 
socation. The first Delano grape 
strike brought about the merger of the 
CSO with a Filipino organization, the 
Agncultural Workers Organizing 
Committee, (AWOC) 

The new organization spawned by 
the merger was the United 
Farmworkers Organizing Committee, 
(LFOC) When the organization 
became affiliated with the ACL - CIO 
in 1973. the name was changed to the 
United Farmworkers (LFW) 

They innovated the use of boycotts 
to strengthen farmworkers stnkes 
The farmworker build a new progres- 
sive coalition of students, religious 
groups, and labor to support 
farmworkers. Over the last 15 years 
workers have gained fresh water 
bathroorns, limits on pesticides and 
better wages in areas where workers 
have gained contracts. The union has 
also pioneered in building their own 
health climics, service centers (legal 
immugration ete), and educational 
programs 

Unionization had been fought 
successfully for 50 years by the big cor- 
porate growers, they weren't about to 
permit the FW to challenge their 
power, So they brought in stnke 
breakers, made deals with some cor- 
rupt union officials, made fnends with 
some powerful politicians, and laun 
ched a campaign to destroy Chavez 
and the UFW 

But, the union power had grown 
too strong. They launched a boycott 
that challenged the power of even the 
mughtiest. Over 17 million Amencans 
refused to buy grapes, heads of lettuce 
and Gallo wine in support of the 
farmworkers struggle 

When the economic pressure got 
strong enough, the growers agreed toa 
law permitting secret ballot elections 
Farmworkers in California were given 
the mght in 1975 that other workers 
had enjoyed since 1936 

On May 5, 1975, labor and grower 
representativesand key legislators met 
with Gov. Brown to hammer out a 
compromise version of a collective 
bargaining bill for Calforma 
farmworkers The governor 
connected his phone to loudspeakers 
in his office and putin a call to Chavez 
because the growers wanted to know 
whether the U FW leader accepted the 
compromise law. Chavez and the 
LFW executive board agreed to the 
law and promised that the UFW 
would abide by its terms. The growers 
made the same commitment 

The Agricultural Labor Relations 
Act (ARLA), providing secret ballot 
elections for farmworkers, passed the 
Cahfornia Assembly 64-10 and the 
senate 31-7. Brown signed it into law 
on June 5, 1975. Stnkes came toa halt 
Chain store boycotts stopped. By Feb 


6. 1976 over 450 secret ballot union 
elections were held) The L FW won a 
clear majonty of the elections despite 
the tact that grape and lettuce growers 


otten openly campaigned for the 
Teamsters 
At that point the Agricultural 


Labor Relations Board (AL RB) ran 
money and the growers 
demanded major changes inthe law as 
the pnees for providing additional 
funds. Brown and the UF W reminded 
the growers that the law was a delicate 
compromise which they had promised 
to abide by. The Governor also argued 
that it was too soon to change a law 
that was only five months old The 


out of 


growers and their legislators con 
Unued to oppose funding On Feb. 6, 
1976 all secret ballot elections for 
farmworkers stopped 

By late March in spite of intensive 
lobbying by the Governor, the UFW 
church groups and others. the 
lewslature had not provided fudning 
for the ALRA. Then the UFW laun- 
ched its initiative drive. In just 28 davs, 
the U FW and its supporters gathered 
728.000 signatures of Califorma 
voters to put the labor law on the 
ballot. Sacramento County alone 
produced 32,000 signatures with over 
5.000 coming from this campus. Now 
on Nov. 2, the people of California 
wil decide whether tarm workers have 
the nght to vote for the union of their 
choice 

Proposition 14 is essentially the 
same as the ALRA of 1975. There are 
four changes which were descnbed in 
detail! in previous arguments. The 
basic changes are that the rule passed
